DISPUTE. 


JUDGMENT IN SHANGHAL: 
Shanghai, May 22. 

Judgment was handed down by 
Judge Peter Grain. in H. B. M. 
Supreme Court yesterday in the 
suit brought by Emanuel Ezekiel 
Ellis, 1ocal share-broker (former- 
ly of Hong Kong) against Harry 
Oscar’ Odell and Jack Behar, 
partners in the stock and ‘share. 
broking business and members of 
the Hong Kong ‘Sharebrokers’ 
Association, at present residing 
in: Shanghai, for H.K. $161, 
821.06, or the equivalent in 
Shanghai curfency, or. damages 
for breach of contracts in respect 
of the sale of 500 shares in the 
China Light and Power Co, and 
6,000 shares in the Hong Kong 
Tramways Ltd., or in the alter- 
native, specific performance of 
the contracts and, interest to the 
date of payment of the judgment, 

“Full Responalbility.” 

His, Lordship found that"the 
defendants were employed by the 
plaintiff to sell the shares in 
consideration for the brokerage 
allowed and were to and did 
undertake full ‘responsibility and 
liability for carrying out: the 
contract, * as , 

“Therefore judgment will be 
for the plaintiff for the sum of 
Hong’ Kong $161,821.06 in the; 
equivalent Shanghai currency.and 
in the alternative damages to be 
ascertained: for breach of con- 
tract. ._In the event, on further 
argument, of being satisfied that 
adequate damages cannot be as- 
certained, Iwill make an order 


for specific performance . of the} 


contract.” 
Spirited Trial. 

‘The trial of this’ case was 
marked by spirited exchanges: be- 
tween counsel ‘and the parties 
concerned when the Jatter took 
the witness stand. Personalities 
were indulged in on more than 
one occasion and the existence of 
a bitter feeling between the plain- 


'| tiff and defendants was revealed, 


This ‘was continued when,.a day 
or two later, Jack Behar, one of 
the defendants in this ‘suit com-. 
menced suit against Ellis for 
alleged breach of contract on his 
part, This trial lasted but one

Evidence of Custom,

I do not think that the report 
of the case in the newspaper is 
sufficient evidence on which - to 
come to these. conclusions. It 
was an undefended case, the ‘ de- 
fendants were not represented, 
and ‘the -witnesses not cross- 
examined. Further, . there is no 
decision on any point of law or 
custom given in the report as the 
‘judge in the case merely ‘gives 
judgment. for the plaintiff, 

I have since received, certified 
copies of. the judge's notes in the 
cage but ‘these notes ‘do not add 
to the information given in the 
newspaper reports, nor does it 
appear to me to be necessary to 
base my decision in this case on 
either of those two points. -This 
appears to me to be.an ordinary 
contract. and all that is necessary 
to decide is what was the inten- 
tion .of the - parties when they 
entered into the contract. 

Base of Judgment. — 

.I propose to found my judg- 
ment entirely on the documentary 
evidence produced in the hearing 
of the case, as to what were these 
intentions. : : . 

The sale. notes for the’ shares 
are signed by Odell and Behar, the 
jefendants, and addressed to 
E. E. Ellis Esq., the plaintiff, and 
state that “we have under ‘your 
instructions and on your behalf 
this day sold-and have rendered. 
ourselves personally liable .inder 
article 65—-to-carry'out the Con- 
tract for’ the sale. The other 
part of the sale note is signed: 
by E, EB. Ellis and addressed to 
Odell and Behar and states 
“acknowledging the contract to 


sell that” you have rendered your-|... 


selvea' personally Hable to carry 
out the contract under Article 55, 
and further states that in the 
event of E. EB. Ellis not detivering 
the ‘shares Odell and Behar are 
authorised’ ‘to purchase in open 
market on my account.”

When Wolfe fell ill, ;.month be- 
.fore the battle, he laid the situation 
before his brigadiers, argl expressed. 
the view that the French army 
should be attacked in preference to 
an attack on Quebec town. “His' 
health being, however, restored. . . 
Wollfe reverted to the idea he had 
long entertained. This plan, as he 
explained to Admiral Saunders, he 
considered too hazardous to be left 
in other hands than his own.” °
